for her stricken brother, a 65-year-old farm woman died in a snow- 
covered field in 10 below zero weather. 


neighbor found the frozen body 


of Bertha Setering in his field Fri- 
day. 


Her brother. John, 63, later was 


found on his farm yard where he 
lay all night in the severe weather 
after suffering a stroke. 


Authorities believe Setering col- 


lapsed Thursday evening. When his 
sister was unable to get him into 
the house, she started out across 
fields to a neighbor farm about a 
mile and a half away. 
, Miss Setering didn't take time 
to put on heavy clothes. She wore 
no coat or gloves but had put on 
a scarf. 


Tracks in the snow showed Miss 


Setering 
had 
strumbled, 
then 


sprawled for some distance. Sheriff 
Erwin L. Johnson said the woman, 
apparently became too exhausted 
to go on and froze to death. The 
body was found a quarter mile 
from the Setering home. 


The brother's plight was not dis- 


covered until authorities went to 
the Setering farm to notify him of 
his sister's death. The farmer was 
found lying in the snow. He was 
unable to talk. His left side is 
paralyzed.

Benson Plans 
No Buying of 
Surplus Pork 


Urges Farmers to 
Cut Production 
Next Spring 


WASHINGTON 


Secretary of Agriculture Ben- 
son says he plans no change 
in the present federal effort 
to bolster hog prices by pur- 
chasing pork products. But 
he urges farmers to cut pig 
production next spring. 


Referring to the program under 


which 85 million dollars is being 
spent to buy lard and processed 
pork, Benson said Friday in 
statement : 


"Our present hog purchase pro- 


gram will be continued. We do not 
plan any changes. Farmers must 
adjust their breeding program to 
market demand."' 


If hog producers "avoid exces- 


sive pig farrowing" in the spring. 
Benson said, they will benefit from 
higher hog prices. 


Benson's statement made no 


mention of a proposal by Sen. 
Hickenlooper (R-Iowa) thai would 
encourage 
farmers to 
market, 


rather than breed, female hogs. 
To cut the pork surplus. Hicken- 
looper would pay farmers premium 
prices for female hogs marketed 
during a specified period.

Seek Second Person 
In Lebanon Murders 
Tooth Is 
Basic Point 
In Theory 


Will Ask Death 
For Confessed 
Slayer of Couple

Authorities worked today on 
the theory that a second per- 
son may have been involved 
in the slaying of a Lebanon, 
HI., couple whose bodies were 
found in two abandoned wa- 
ter wells. 


Fillmore Young:, a 34-year-old 


%-eteran of two wars who has been 
charged twice with murder, has 
insisted he alone killed Mr. and 
Mrs. Harold Smith in their home. 


Sheriff Leonard O. Reinhardt 


said Friday, however, that during 
questioning Young frequently used 
the term "we" while referring to 
some acts in the crime. 


Acted Alone 


When pressed on the point, 


Young insisted he acted alone and 
added: 


"I know I am going to die. Why 


should I drag someone else along 
with me?" 


Authorities said they would seek 


the death penalty for Young. A 
preliminary hearing: on the two 
murder warrants is set for next 
Friday. 


Young, arrested at his Carlyle, 


HI., home Thursday night, broke 
down after two hours of question- 
ing and told authorities he shot the 
Smiths Nov. 27. He led officers to 
the bodies in separate wells 15 
miles apart and nearly 35 miles 
from the scene of the slaying. 


Tooth Mystery 


Another factor leading to the be- 


lief a second person was involved 
was a broken tooth found in the 
Smith home which authorities said 
came from neither the Smiths or 
Young. 


Newton Young. 54. father of the 


accused killer, said he believes his 
son is "covering: up for somebody 
else." The father and son ran an 
egg and poultry business at Car- 
lyle. 


"I don't think he could kill a 


rat." the elder Young told report- 
ers. "He won't tell on people. He 
covers up for other people. I think 
the trouble with the boy is his 
mind." 


Admits Drinking 


Young, who served in the Army 


during World War H and the Ko- 
rean War. said in oral statements 
and later in a written admission 
that he had been drinking with a 
girl in East St. Louis. 111., the day 
of the double slaying. 


"The first thing I remember was 


waking up in the Smith house with 
a gun in my hand and two bodies 
on the floor."' Young said. He in- 
sisted he didn't know why he had 
killed the 30-year-old Smith, a car- 
penter, and Smith's wile, Arline. 
35. 


Young then told of dragging the 


bodies to his car and: 
"i drove to an old farm and went 


to a well with a concrete slab «m 
it- I moved the slab and put her 
body in. Then I drove around with 
the man's bod}" in Jiic trunk, look- 
ing for a place to put it. but got 
stuck in a ditch."

She had been ahot once in th« 


neck, onoe in the left arm, and 
twice in the right arm. 


When Miss Nevins failed 
to 


reach home an hour after the 
missed appointment, her father, 
Arthur J. Nevins, notified police. 
It was not until about 4 a.m. that 
her body was found on the drive- 
way, about 200 feet from the en- 
trance to the highway. 


Police said it would be neces- 


sary to hold a post mortem before 
it could be determined if she wa* 
the victim of a sex attack.

Winter Moisture Is Cause of Heavy Damage to Masonry

Winter causes more dam- 


age to masonry houses, to 
chimneys, to decorative brick 
or stone walls, than any other 
season of the year. It seems 
that masonry can bask in the 
hot sun from Pharaoh's day 
to doomsday, but it doesn't 
like moisture. 


In the South the rainy sea- 


sons streak brick houses with 
efflorescence.

Many Uses 


Silicones work so well they are 


being used to prevent ironing board 
covers from scorching, to prevent 
flat irons from sticking on starch, 
to waterproof hygienic baby pants 
to make leather jackets come oul 
of the washing machine as good as 
new, to rainproof 
clothes of al 


kinds—you can't see the treatment 
emell it, or taste it—they even use 
It in making babies' nipples sturdj 
enough to stand repeated steam 
sterilizers. 


So silicones are good for brick 


walls. Being absolutely colorless 
these water repellents leave a wal 
with the same appearance it had 
before treatment. As soon as the 
solvent dries, the invisible silicone 
resins cling in the pores of the 
masonry and water can't get in. 


Tried Waterproofing 


We tried one coat of this type 


of waterproofing on a brick venee: 
wall built out of porous old brick;

Check Bedroom 


As a starter, check first the bed- 


room the older guest will occupy. 
Look for such hazards as slippery 
bedside scatter rugs..trailing elec- 
tric light or extension cords, small 
furniture that blocks the path from 
bed to doorway and inadequate 
nighttime light. 


Stairways also rate careful at- 


tention. 
If stairs are carpeted, 


make sure the runner is tacked 
down tight and secure.

rail is a necessity on closed as well 
as open stairways 


Steep back steps and basement 


stairs fsubject as they are to win- 
ter traffic with wet and muddy 
shoes) can become extremely slip- 
pery. 


Treat Stair Treads 


You can't do much to alter the 


pitch of a steep cellar stairway 
but you can treat the treads to 
reduce the skidding danger. One 
way that I've found successful is to 
paint the clean wooden steps with 
liquid neoprene. which is chemical 
rubber. 
It air-dries to a tough 


rubber-like film. 


This now comes in black, gra>

As an additiona: 


safeguard, you can sprinkle fine 
sand on thV 'steps immediatelv 
after painting to give a "gritty' 
surface. 


The need for a bright light &' 


the head and foot of stairs is ob 
vious but. tragically, often neg 


lected, particularly in the Mo- 
ment. In»t»llinjf a small light near 
the baseboard 'to expoM a single 
step or two down to another room 
(as from living to dining rooms) 
warns the visitor to watch her step. 


Mop Up Spill* 


It'« also a good idea to redouble 


efforts to promptly mop ur> spills 
of water or grease on the kitchen 
floor. 
A mat in good repair at 


front and back door will save floors 
from some of the slippery tracked- 
in puddles and slush. 


If floors are tiled, make mire 


there are no loose tiles.

find loose ones, cement them flat 
again.

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GOP Strategy Complete 


The calmness with which Leonard Hall. Republican na- 


tional chairman, views the future suggests strongly that he 
and some of his key party associates have a plan respecting 
the 1956 presidential race. 


If there were no well-conceived plan, the Republican 


leaders would be visibly troubled at the prospect President 
Eisenhower might not make known his 1956 intentions until 
late February or March. 
. 
. . 
It is acknowledged that in these days of wide television 


coverage a candidate can be given national stature m an 
amazingly short time. Nevertheless, this process involves 
inevitable risk, and politicians seldom hold their calm m the 
face of such uncertainty. 


Thus we may fairly deduce that Hall and others see the 


campaign of 1956 in definite outlines. 


Naturally their first hope is that Mr. Eisenhower him- 


self will be the GOP candidate again. They have made this 
abundantly clear in public utterance. 


If he decides not to run, most reliable accounts hint that 


the second phase of the plan is to try to prevail upon Chief 
Justice Earl Warren to head the ticket. There is even talk 
of drafting Warren against his will and confronting him with 
the accomplished fact. 


Warren of course could kill even this move if he said 


flatly he would not run if nominated. That could take the 
top GOP planners to what reports indicate may be their 
third choice: pushing Vice President Nixon. 


If the time'were March and the vice president were given 


the backing of Hall and many elements of the Republican 
organization, he would be very hard to beat. 


Obviously Nixon would not draw anything like full sup- 


port from the Eisenhower- wing of his party. But he might 
detach just enough strength from that wing to render it in- 
capable of blocking him. And it seems likely that many 
right wingers would accept him, though he might not be their 
top choice. 
All this is speculation, albeit guesswork with consider- 


able foundation. If this three-stage program is an accurate 
estimate of high echelon GOP thinking, then what Hall and 
his associates are trying to devise is a system by which the 
1956 nominating process can be kept under firm control at 
all times. 
If their highest hopes'are realized they believe they will 


get a candidate who is eminently electable. If only their 
lesser hopes are fulfilled, they are evidently convinced that 
they can maximize theij ballot prospects by at any rate 
avoiding a bitter intraparty struggle for the nomination. 


Coyertip for Slums 


It. has been rather widely assumed that Moscow's sharp 


criticism of Alexander Vlaspv, Soviet architect, during his 
American tour has doomed him to a sad fate upon his return. 
We might be surprised. But then we shall never know what 
happens to him. 


Moscow blames Vlasov, and other architects for huge 


amounts spent in unusual but unnecessary adornment of 
postwar Russian buildings. The implication is that if this 
money had not been so foolishly spent it could have been de- 
voted to alleviating the now chronic Soviet housing shortage. 


The truth is the housing lack is perhaps the single most 


striking evidence of the Kremlin's neglect of its ordinary 
citizenry. The housing situation is in plain fact worse than 
it was under the czars. Russian cities are vast slums. Re- 
sources that would have been poured into housing have gone 
for guns and planes and other military devices. 


Pointing the finger at Vlasov and others is a standard, 


transparent Kremlin maneuver designed to shift the blame 
from the Soviet leadership, where it .belongs. It is doubtful 
if it will fool anyone, least of all the millions of Russians who 
dwell in hovels because of long Kremlin indifference to their 
plight.

A Saturday Night Historical Notebook 


Those Prairie Pirates Again...'Cut-Throat Theve§ and Scoundrels'... A Gallery of Rogues 


Ifiompson

One of the most dramatic periods in Rock River 


Valley history is the time when the Prairie Pirates 
threatened both life and property m this area and the 
settlers were forced to fight for their existence. 


We've mentioned'the Pirates a number of times, but 


certainly have not exhausted the subject. Today we'll 


explore an old diary which deals with 
them, and describe a few. 


The Pirates were the thieves, mur- 


derers and counterfeiters who preyed 
on the early residents of the valley and 
nearby territory m the 1830s and 40s. A 
man named C. F. Ingalls lived in the 
Lee Center area at Inlet, which was 
infested with the Pirates. Ingalls kept 
a diary which included the following 
statements: 


"These miscreants had a line of op- 


erations extending from Texas, through Indian Territory, 
Missouri, the corner of Iowa, and Illinois. The route of 
this gang extended through Lee county and directly 
through our settlement, and by my cabin. 


"Members of the gang lived among us and 


often supposed to be \\orthy, first class citizens, 
harbored, lodged and fed these traveling cut-throat 
thieves and scoundrels. Those committing overt 
acts of crime, traveled mostly by night and were 
unknown among us, even if they were ever seen. 
"The chances of theft were described to them by our 


good neighboring rascals, and the traveling expert sin- 
ners did the rest. 


"The whole stockholders then divided the booty. 
"The gang operated mainly among people who were 


neither rich nor poor. If the settlements were poor, 
there was not much to steal, and if rich, detection and 
punishment were likely to be dealt out to them."

In his history of Lee County, Frank Stevens describes 


two of the more spectacular robberies by the Pirates: 


"A four-horse mail coach of the Frink and Walker 


line, about four miles out of Rockford on its way to Chi- 
cago, was robbed. The coach was full of passengers at 
the time and in full motion, yet the loss of the trunks 
and baggage was not discovered until the coach had 
reached Newburgh. Next morning the trunks and bag- 
gage were discovered, near the road, broken open and 
their valuable contents gone. It was a daring and a skill- 
ful robbery, but not more so than the one perpetrated a 
few weeks later, in which the house of William Mulford 
was entered. 


"It had been rurmored that Mulford had re- 


ceived $15,000 from IS'ew Tork. That report soon 
reached the Inlet and other members of the band. 
Mulford lived in Guilford township, Winnebago 
county. Part of the gang stood over Mr. and Mrs. 
Mulford. while others searched the house and 
found $400 which they carried away. 
Of course 


the countryside was aflame with indignation . . ."

An old history of Ogle County gives excellent descrip- 


tions of the Pirates. We'll include these without de- 
tails of their many crime*. 


John Driscoll was recognized as a leader of the plun- 


dering band, and was executed by a band of vigilantes 
after he was implicated in the murder of a prominent 
resident. 


One who knew him well said, "He was upwards of 


six feet in height, slightly inclined to corpulency, and 
would have weighed about two hundred pounds. He was 
all muscle and sinew, and every way the most power- 
fully built man in all that crowd of half a thousand men 
(the vigilantes). His face was the only repulsive fea- 
ture about old John Driscoll, and this repulsiveness was 
occasioned by the low of a part of his nose, which had 
been bitten off som* years before in a fight with some 
human ghoul. His hair was iron gray and coarse; his 
eyebrows heavy and shaggy-like, and his face smooth, 
from recent shaving. 
Untrembling and ' unmoved, he 


stood motionless In the midst of his inquisitors and execu- 
tioners. He was not an ignorant man, nor void of gen- 
erosity or charity. There were many kind acts passed 
to his credit in the neighborhood where h« lived. In one 
instance he and his sons finished plowing and planting a 
field of corn for a. wife and mother whose husband had 
died in the midst of the planting season. 
He might 


have been a useful and influential citizen in any com- 
munity, but he chose otherwise, and became an out- 
law and a renegade to all the better instincts of human 
nature.'' 


Driscoll had a son. William, who wan executed 


with his father. 
William "waa considered the 


worst and most desperate of the family—sly, 
secretive, cunning and revengeful. 
He was un- 


lettered and uneducated, but possessed of a 
strong native sense." Physically, he was about 
45 year* of age, "rather above the average height 
of men, of heavy build and very nuisular, and 
would probably have tipped the scales at one hun- 
dred and eighty pounds." 
Old Driscoll had another son, David, who escaped 


death at the hands of the mob. David was "a man of 
very reserved character, cold, calculating, devilish, ma- 
licious and fearless, and in every sense a "chip of the old 
block"." 


Another feared pirate was John Brodie, who was about 


55 years of age when he moved into Ogle County. "In 
physique he was rather under medium size, with very 
low forehead; stiff black hair; small, black eyes set deep 
in his head, and in every particular had a very repulsive, 
piratical look. His three tens, John, Stephen and Hugh, 
were of nomadic, rambling, unsettled natures, practices 
and habits, reckless and indifferent to all social ameni- 
ties, and void of every shadow of respect for the marital 
relations. 
They were accounted dare-devils generally, 


and were both feared and despised." 


Then there was William K. Bridge, six feet tall, who 


must have been an impressive individual. One of his old 
neighbors said, "Indeed, he was a model man in physical 
development, and one that would be singled out of a. tflou-" 
sand because of his fine, athletic proportions. In form he 
was an Adonis. Besides, his face was handsome, and 
his bearing every way that of a gentleman. His conver- 
sational powers were good. He had an oily tongue, and 


could 'soft soap' any of us, notwithstanding we knew he 
was one of the gang. As is sometimes said of counter- 
feit bills, 'he was well calculated to deceive.' He would 
have made a noted lawyer, if he had turned his atten- 
tion to that profession, or a good preacher, if there had 
been room in his heart and soul for the indwelling of the 
Holy Ghost; but the demon of darkness took possession 
of his nature before he was born, and grew with his 
growth and strengthened'with his strength, until at last 
he was sent out here as a special agent of the devil, 
to deceive and prey upon the honest settlers who were 
struggling for homes. By his immediate neighbors he 
was accounted a model of rectitude, charity and kind- 
ness. He was a Pennsylvanian by birth, and had the 
advantages of a liberal education: had mingled a good 
deal in society, .knew the meaning of words, and how and 
when to use them. He was always on guard. He never 
allowed himself to be betrayed by either word or gesture. 
Why, 
he would always find out just what we were hunt- 


ing after without letting us know what he was 'fishing 
for.' 
We couldn't help it. He was the serpent and we 


were the victims."

Detpite their better sides, these men were to 


be feared. 
When the two Driscolls were exe- 


cuted by the vigilantes in June, 1841. the resi- 
dents of Oregon became- fearful that the Pirates 
would band together for an attack on the village. 
For a period of a year after the Driscolls* deaths, 
the people of Oregon maintained a guard around 
the village at night. The people did not go to 
sleep until the citizen sentries had gone on duty. 
The history says, "So bold and daring had the out- 


laws become, that the honest people were forced, as a 
matter of self-protection, to organize themselves for night 
patrol duty—taking turns every other nights. And even 
then, they felt unsafe, for no one knew the hour when 
the night-watch would be overpowered, and a general 
butchery of the citizens—men, women and children—in- 
disciminately commenced."

100 YEARS AGO—1855 


"The unprecedent advance in the'price of lands 


throughout the whole western country, within the last few 
years, can hardly be credited by those who are not cogni- 
zant of the facts. Land in the vicinity of Dixon. -which 
could have been purchased at from five to ten dollars per 
acre three years ago, cannot be had to-day for less than 
from fifty to one hundred dollars. 


"Her* is a case: John H. Crosey, one of our citizens, 


purchased a large tract one year ago for eight dollars 
per acre, which he sold a few days since, for twenty-five 
dollars per acre. Many of our western readers will laugh 
to think, that this is so much below the general advance 
in lands, while our eastern readers will consider it a wild 
exageration (sic).

The Doctor Says: 


Chronic Bronchitis Can 
Lead to Serious Illness 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN. M.D. 


Mrs. C. writes. "I have had an 


infection in my bronchial tubes for 
years and have hacked up yeliow 
stuff for 30 years or more. I would 
like to know if air conditioning in 
the home would help correct this 
trouble." 


I should be extremely doubtful 


that air conditioning- would be of 
the slightest benefit to a chronic 
bronchitis which has lasted 30 
years. 


Actually, something of this sort 


suggests that the trouble has gone 
beyond bronchitis and possibly a 
condition known as bronchiectasis 
has set in. 


If this is the case, surgery may 


be needed. 


CERTAINLY IT IS >*OT a. situ- 


ation which should be allowed to 
run on unattended. Neglect might 
be dangerous and an effort should 
be made to find out what is really 
responsible since there may be 
complications present which are 
dangerous to life. 


If bronchitis should be the diag- 


nosis after suitable teats the prob- 
lem is to find out what is causing 
the irritation to the bronchi. The 
bronchi are the breathing passage- 
ways' leading to the lungs, which 
gives bronchitis its name. The dif- 
ficulty may be due to infection or 
to some irritant breathed in with 
the air. 


Bronchitis is usually classified 


as acute or chronic. In the for- 
mer, the disease is likely to start

suddenly with symptoms similar 
to those of an ordinary cold. Heav- 
iness or pains over the chest are 
likely to be pres*nt. 


OTHER SYMPTOMS may or 


may not be noticed, but the most 
characteristic sign is a cough 
which comes off and on and causes 
a good deal of distress. Often the 
acute disease passes in a week or 
so, but frequently it leads to chron- 
ic bronchitis in which the cough 
simply does not go away. 


If the cause can be discovered 


and corrected, well and good. This, 
however, is not always easy, and 
it is often necessary to use drugs 
.which may relieve the symptoms 
somewhat. Also, everyone who has 
bronchitis—the chronic variety in 
particular—should be built up to 
the best possible physical condi- 
tion.

There seems to be lots of colds 


mid sore throats around this sea- 
gon and our office is no exception. 
J think we're all awaiting the day 
when medical science finds an an- 
swer to the common cold. May we 
warn about sore 
throat* particu- 
larly. M e d i c a l 
research studies 
•how that strep- 
tococcal 
sore 


throat and other 
"strep" infec- 
tions may lead 
to rheumatic fe- 
ver. With t h i s 
knowledge, rheu- June Pilgrim 
made fever and rheumatic heart 
disease may now be prevented. 


Further studies show that treat- 


ing "strep" sore throat promptly 
with penicillin will prevent rheu- 
matic fever in almost 100 per cent 
of the cases. Parents can help 
protect children against rheumatic 
fever by having prompt and thor- 
ough medical treatment for strep- 
tococcal sore throats. 


Of course, not every sore throat 


is a "strep" throat. But if your 
child's sore throat comes on sud- 
denly and if he has such other 
symptoms as fever, headache or 
nausea, see a doctor immediately. 


Cake Batter 


Frozen cake batter will keep for 


two or three, months, so you can 
make some today and perhaps 
save time during the busy holi- 
days. Prepare the same recipe for 
freezing as you would for baking 
a cake. Use double-acting baking 
powder; it reacts at a much high- 
er temperature than other types 
and has good leavening action. 
Other baking powders react at 
room temperature and have little 
leavening action at baking time. 


Experiments show that some 


synthetic vanillas cause flavor and 
color changes in baked products, 
so it's best to use pure vanilla. It's 
easy to package cake batter, and 
the batter takes less storage space 
than baked cakes. Your frozen 
cake will taste about the same at 
a. holiday dinner as one that you 
bake and eat the same day. 


When you're ready to bake, de- 


frost the cake batter in a refriger- 
ator over night or at room tem- 
perature for about five hours. Pour 
the batter into a greased loaf pan 
or layer pans lined with waxec 
paper. Let stand at room tempera- 
ture for 10 to 20 minutes before 
baking. 


If you keep frozen batter longer 


than three months, your cakes are 
likely to be coarse-grained anc 
heavy. 


Nice to Eat 


When we had our lesson in Meat 


Cookery in Lee County Home Bu 
reau last spring, one of our mos 
popular dishes that members en 
joyed was oven barbecued ribs 
This recipe suggests using 1% or 
2 Ibs. of meaty spareribs. Have the 
butcher cut the ribs into finger 
Mzed riblets. Wipe the ribs with a 
damp cloth; place in a kettle with 
14 onion, peppercorn and 1 t. salt 
l» and 2 to 4 whole cloves. Cover 
•with water and simmer 40 minutes 
Dram well after this cooking pe 
riod. 


For th« sauce, combine % onion 


chopped; & cup of molasses, *i 
cup chili s«.uc« or catsup, 1 table 
spoon pickle relish. Brush spare 
rib* with sauce and place in shal 
low pan one layer deep. Pour anj 
remaining sauce over top. Bake in 
pr«-heated oven at 375 degrees fo: 
25 minute* or until crisp and 
brown. Turn ribs once or twice 
while baking. 


Cut of Meat 


The "fresh boston" cut of pork 


makes a good economical cut o 
meat. It contains only a emal 
amount of bone and just enough 
fat to suit most people. Bostons are 
sold fresh or cured and smoked 
with ban* in or boneless. Of al 
pork cuts, bostons have the mos 
lean—84 per cent. They contain 
only 11 per cent fat and 5 per cen 
bone, with no rind. A pound serves 
about'Jour people. 


Cured boston is excellent for 


roasting and slicing cold. It is 
rather high priced, but contains no 
bone and no excess fat. 


Remember that fresh pork 


should always be thoroughly cook- 
ed. A meat thermometer is espe- 
cially recommended for cooking 
pork roasts. The cooked lean of 
frfcsh pork should be grayish white 
without even a tinjre of pink. 


Pork Chops 


Pork chops or pork steaks are 


most successfully cooked by braas-

ing. roasting or broiling). But thin 
cuts of pork dry out and do no 
develop good flavor; so for this 
reason we braise rather than fry 
Rapid cooking as broiling drives 
off the fat which contains much of 
the flavor of pork. About the onl> 
pork cuts that can be broiled are 
smoked pork cuts.

1955, Doctor McNichols introduced 
the speaker. Doctor L. H. Carlson, 
president of Rockford College. His 
scholarly and thought provoking 
talk was on "Conflict in the Near 
East." 


While discussing 
the present 


strife between Jew and Arab, pro- 
duced by establishment of the 
state of Israeli, Doctor Carlson 
began with a quotation from Hegel 
—"Conflicts are not between right 
and wrong, but between right and 
right." He then gave both Jewish 
and Arab arguments on the sub- 
ject. 


Palestine is a narrow strip be- 


tween the Mediterranean sea and 
the Arabian desert, the angular 
meeting place of three continents 
and of three religions. It has been 
a highway for conquering armies 
since history began. The Jews base 
their right to occupy it on many 
reasons. They claim it first on his- 
toric grounds; it has been their 
home 4.000 years. They have been 
defeated many times, and widely 
dispersed,- but they have always 
returned to rebuild Jerusalem's 
walls. 
,. 


In all countries they are small 


minorities, in Germany 1%, in 
Lithuania, the greatest, they are 
6% of the population. Always and 
i f 


everywhere they have been dis- 
criminated against, frequently per- 
secuted and driven away. They too 
need "a place in the sun" and 
gaining it the ancient Jewish ques- 
tion will be solved for everyone. 


They believe they are entitled to 


Western assistance, as the Balfour 
Declaration in 1917 promised to 


support a home for Jewish persons 
in that particular region. They have 
moved in on the strength of thai 
promise, made the desert blossom 
like a rose, built great cities and 
established an advanced culture. 


Turning to the Arab side Doctor 


Carlson emphasized the intense 
fear and hatred the Arabs feel for 
what they consider dangerous in- 
truders. They too quote history. 
Mohammed was born in 570 and 
ihe religion he established spread 
so rapidly that it soon embraced 
almost all the Mediterranean lands, 
making the Mediterranean sea a 
Moslem lake. Not all the crusades 
could drive them from the Holj 
lands. Palestine has been theirs 
and the site of their Holy places for 
1,500 years. They too quote Great 
Britain; McMahon's letter to the 
Sherif of Mecca in 1915 promised 
that Great Britain would considei 
all land south of Syria as Arab ter 
ritory; they point out that the Bal 
four Declaration promised to sup 
port "A" home for Jewish persons 
in that area but not "THE" home 
—which makes a vast difference 


They insist that Israeli is not 


really a nation but merely an en- 
clave in their territory supported 
by American money. That it can 
never exist on its own limited re- 


ourccs, its imports are six times 
greater than its exports; without 


n Arab market, which will always 
ie denied, that it can never become 
economically independent. Their 
ixtreme dislike for the state of 
sraeli is now being extended to the 
United States, and it is a common 
saying with them that if it were 
not for America and Great Britain 
here would not be a Jew left alive 
n Palestine today. Where others 
ind in Israeli a solution for the an- 
cient "Jewish problem" they see it 
as the opening wedge for destruc- 
tion of all Arab life. There is com- 
plete intrasigency on both sides; 
and this little rocky, salt-cursed 
land, smaller and less important 
economically than the state of New 
Hampshire threatens to throw the 
whole world into war. No man can 
foretell the future.

Bobo Counted Out 


Baldish 
Bobo, who won 
the 


crown in an elimination series aft- 
er Robinson "retired"' in 1952, 
rolled over on one side, then the 
other as Referee Frank Sikora 
tolled off the count o£ ten. 


Just after the fatal count, Olson 


began to climb slowly to his feet, 
but it was too late. 


Robinson's jubilant corner crew, 


bolstered by others from his en- 
tourage of managers, trainer, po- 
lice and handlers, hoisted him into 
the air and carried him around 
the ring in their excitement. They 
held him" on their shoulders for 
several seconds as 
the 
crowd 


yelled with excitement at the Chi- 
cago Stadium. 


Second Kayo 


It was the second time Robin- 


son had knocked out Olson and the 
third time he had beaten the Ha- 
waiian-born 
mauler 
from 
San 


Francisco. Olson also was flattened 
earlier this year, on June 22, when 
he ventured over fiis head into 
Archie Moore's light heavyweight 
division. 


Although no rematch contract 


was filed with the Illinois Athletic 
Commission, Truman Gibson, sec- 
retary of the International Boxing 
Club, said the two fighters had 


signed contiacts for another bout 
in 90 days if Olson should lose. 


In the first round, Olson waded 


in to rake Robinson's body with 
left hooks, taking the same chanc- 
es he took against Moore—leading 
with his right.

Jn the final seconds of the first 


round, Robinson caught Bobo near 
the ropes with a flashy icfl-nght 
combination. As Olson broke away 
from the ropes he appeared dazed 
and wobbled slightly. Sugar Ray 
drove home a long right lead just 
before the bell. 


Both judges, Ed Hintz and John 


Bray, gave that first round to Rob- 
inson. 10-9, and Referee Sikora 
called it even, 10-10. 


As the second round started, 


Robinson jolted Bobo with another 
righthand lead. Olson wore a puz- 
zled frown as he moved inside 
banging away to the body and 
ducking under Sugar Ray's coun- 
ter right. 


Then it happened. 


Boom! 


Coolly sizing up Uie opening in 


his familiar opponent, Sugar Ray 
lashed out with a rapid left-right 
combination. Another fast series 
made Bobo give way. Then came 
the right uppercut on the whiskers, 
followed by a left that was hardly 
needed. 


Down went Olson on his back. 


At about "four" he started to roll 
over on one side, and then rolled
